Where would probably be difficulties in the way of a junction with the Feo- 
Bashar line, independently of which a cable across a much-navigated river would be 
liable to damage, 

In my opinion, the best arrangement for telegraphic communication would be for 
the Persian Borasjan-Naseri line to be partially taken over, as the ‘Tehran—Meshed 
line is, with one European inspector and a signaller at Mohammerah and Naseri, there 
being one at Borasian, or better, the Behbehan-Borasjan section replaced by a line 
from Belbehan to Kaseran, the most direct route according to a report by the late 
Colonel Wells, R.B.

‘The Mushiv-ed-Dowleh informed mo yestentay, in the course of conversation, that 
this new Regulation, whieh, as mentioned in any despatch No. 187 of the 24th instant, 
Wiis Specially inserted: in the Sani-ed-Dowlel’s Motor-ear Concession, was intended to, 
provent surreptitious. transictio i the Moayyerul-Memalek had 
conveyed, or attopted to conyes Telephone Concession to the 
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Russian Bank. In reply to a question as to what steps were being taken by the 
Persian Government in order to cancel this particular transaction, his Excellency said 
that the Moayyer had been ordered to refund to M. Grube any money received by 
him in respect to it, and that if he pleaded inability, owing to inadequate mean: to 
do so, the money would be paid by the Government and deducted in instalments from 
the annual pension of 3,001. a-year paid to the Moayyer as a brother-in-law of His 
Majesty the Shah. 

T would venture to submit to your Lordship the advisability of having printed in 
é«Hertslet’s Persian Treaties” and in “Aitcheson’s Treaties” the note from the 
Persian Government acquainting me with this new rule, as Persian laws and regiila- 
tions have a way of becoming obsolete, and it seems t me advisable that my 
successors should have their attention drawn to this one as likely to'be useful to them 
in the future.

Sir Arthur Hardinge, 

T QUITE agree with Lieutenant Lorimer that, in any measures which we may take 
for the protection of the “Shushan” and caravans between Ahwaz and Shuster, we should 
work through the Sheikh of Mohammerah entirely, and not through the Persian 
Government, Most probably, if it is to bis interest to do so, the Sheikh could bri 
pressure to bear on the Khasarij tribe, as well as on the other Arabs who harbour tem 
When out raiding, and {do not suppose he woul find it necessary to make auy reat 
inerens¢ in the strength of the armed force which he now keeps up. ‘The arrangement [ 
would propose is that in return for an annual payment from us, the Sheikh should agree 
to keep a certain number of sowars along the line of the river from Ahwaz to Shuster 
(lie already tins miei at Wiis), ind the necessary escort for the “Shushan’?

‘The Persian authorities objected to, a work of 
this nature being undertaken without their formal sanction, and, absurdly, enovgh, 
instead of stopping it pending such sanction, obtained orders from ‘Tehran to fill i up, 
T fancy from certain indications which have reached me that the Yemin--Nizam and 
not the Kerman officials acted as the prime instigators in this business. 

‘As the result of the representations made by me to the Ain-ed-Dowloh, the Persian 
Government has ordered the Kerman authorities to reconstruct the canal themselves, 
and the incident is thus closed.

discontinued, presuiyably owing to indifference and neglect here, that the Residency surgeon

T HAVE tho honour to transmit herewith copy of a despatch from His Majesty's 
Consul at Kerman on the subject of the export of Beluchis as slaves to Arabia from the 
yorious minor ports of Persian Mekran, e 

T called the attention of the Persian Government to the existence of this traffic in 
1901, and your Lordship will observe from Major Sykes’ Report that the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, whilst officinily reprimanding the Beluchistan authorities, sent a 
private intimation that he would like to acquire a slave himself. 


Since then I have had occasion to address a fresh representation to his Excellency, 
owing to information received by me from the Resident at Bushire and the Senior 
Naval Officer in the Gulf, to the effect that the formalities required by the Brussels Act, 
with a view to preventing the slave trade, were totally neglected in the Persian ports, 
Captain Kempe arresied off Kishm a dhow bound for’ Muscat, which had on board one 
of these kidnapped Beluch slaves, and whose Captain had apparently been permitted 
to leave the Mekran coast without any inquiry or issue of papers, 

T fear, however, that mere representations to the Persian Government. will’ be 
productive of very little practical effect, and that the only way of stopping the evil is to 
interest the Customs Department in it, and to get M. Naus to issne strict orders to his 
native Customs agents in Persian Mekran carefully to verily, in accordance with the 
provisions of the Brussels Act, the passenger and crew lists of all dhows proceeding to 
Arabia, One difficulty in the way is, of course, the fact that all the provisions of the 
Brussels Act have in view the embarkation of negro passengers, and that Beluchis do 
not come ander that head. It is possible, however, that if special instructions were to 
be issued for examining Beluchis shipped on dhows for Arabia in the same way as is 
done in accordance with the Brussels Act in the case of negroes, numerous cases 
of kidnapping which now escape notice might be detected, and a considerable check 
given to this form of the slave trade,

WITH reference to correspondence on the subject of cholera in Shiraz, ending with 
my telegram No. 35 of the 26th July, I have the Honour to inform you that all reports 
from Persian sources during the last two or three dayx point to a diminution of the 

wrtality within the town, The fact that fewer applications for medicine have been 
matie 10 our dispensary yesterday and this morning wouldk tend to confirm these state- 
ments. itis, however, possible that the dimination of the mortality within the town 
counterbalanced by an increase thereof in the suburbs and neighbouring villages, [had 
requested his ss the Moayyed-cs-Saltanch (the only local authority, so far as Tam 
awire, who has. at his post, acting, indeed, as a provisional Goyernor) to! furnish 
‘me statistics. He has not yet done so, and even if these were fortlicoming they would 
ot, in my opinion, be trustworthy, Moayyed-esSaltaneb, with some other notables of 
Shiraz, being apparently anxious to minimize the ravages of the epidemi 

‘The maximum mortality in any given day has been’ variously quoted to me frou 
Persian sources at from 700 to over 1,000. ‘The Persian who gave ine the latter fi 
averted that the number of corpses had been so great that it had been difficult to. fin 
Tien to carry them to the washhouses, and that many of the bodies had to be washed by 
the relatives, the number of the professional washers being too small to cope with the 
work, 

With reference to your despatch No, 13 of the Sth July, on the subject of a British 
doctor being sent to Shiraz for the emergency, you will, am sure, share my feeling of 
satisfaction, both from a humanitarian and political point of view, that the British Resident 
at Bushire should have found it possible to spare Captain Condon’s’ services: for that 
purpose, 

‘That officer: reached Shiraz curly on the morning of the 18th, and although himself 
somewhat indisposed physically, owing fo the fatigue and leat of the long journey from 
Bushire, at once threw himselt with energy into the work of distributing medicine from 
house to house, and giving directions for tending the sufferers. 

‘This work had already been begun on the 17th instant, on which day a large number of 
sufferers were assisted—chlorodyne and cholera mixture (Dr. Odling's: prescription) and

other drugé being administered to them, and clementary direetions being given for combating 
some special symptoms of the disease. 

In this connection T should wish to bring under your notice for special commendation 
the excellent services rendered by Lieutenant Stokes (3rd Skinner's Horse), who, as you 
ire aware, has been staying with me for the last three months to study Persia 

“This young officer spared himself no fatigue, either in the task of distributing medicine 
from house to house, or in the very painful one which devolved on him on the 25rd 
instant of assisting Captain Condon to tend the late Mr. van Lennep, during the eight or 
nine hours of his agony terminating in death. 

On the 24th instant Lieutenant Stokes, who for some days previous had been suffering 
from diarrhoea, went down with cholers. Since yesterday he has heen out of danger and 
progressing favourably. 

The regulations of the Indo-Buropean ‘Telegraph Department not permitting that the 
dispensary in the garden belonging to that Department should be opened to the public in 
the present circumstances, it was arrange” that a stall gateway at the gateway of this the 
Residency House should be temporarily used! as a dispensary. 

In the work of distributing medicine at this dispensary the Rev. W, A. Rice rendered

PHE Sheikh of Shargab, as Head of the Joasim Arabs, was instructed to take the 
hhecessary measures for re-hoisting the pirate Chie(’s flag on the islands of ‘Taub and 
Abumousa, With the assistance ot His Majesty's ship.“ Sphinx” this was done 
about the 20th June, and two men were stationed on each island to guard the flags 
permanently. 

His Majesty's Resident reports that the Belgian Customs Administration is gradually 
acquiring very’ large control over all local affairs. Many officials, including the 
Governor, aaré said to receive their salaries through them; they energetically protect 
their employés, and the general impression is that it is as well to be friendly with 
them,

An incident has arisen with the Customs Department over a certain Khamber, 
‘This man used to give himself out as an Afghan, aud for some months hung around the 
Mission camp, sometiines trying to induce the Mission bunniahs to sell him articles from 
the Mission shop (imported duty-free for the exclusive use of siembers of the Mission), 
and sometimes during the boycotts of the Mission, levying blackmail from natives 
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bringing provisions into the camp. He had been ejected several times with violence, 
In June, after trying to buy something from the Mission sliop, he was summarily treated, 
whereupon he produced a Customs badge and declared himself a servant of that 
Administration. 

‘The matter has been taken up by M. Molitor in Seistan and by M, Naus in ‘Tehran, 

‘who consider that the dignity ofthe Customs Department requires some satisfaction for th 

ight. Sir A. Hardinge has pointed out to M. Naus the criminal character of Khamber's 
proceedings in endeavouring fo induce members of the Mission to commit acts of 
contraband, 

His Excellency having received the full “dossier” from Seistan, announced bjs 
intention of formulating an official protest on the subject, but as this is now much over« 
due, it is possible that he may have reconsidered his decision, 

Possibly Khamber is an “‘agent provocateur,” endeavouring to prove the existence of 
contraband trade through the Mission bunniahs, about which there was much controversy 
last spring. 

Orders have recently been issued for the reassessment of the land of all. Mullahs 
and Seyvids of Seistan, which have hitherto been exempt from land tax. ‘They have 
been ordered to produce proof of their rights to exemption, As many hold land which 
has been handed down from generation to generation without question, it will be hard 
for them to produce their proofs. ‘They have compluined loudly to Tehri, 

Mr, Keyes has worked his way up as far as Duroh on the Afghan frontier, east of 
Birjand, surveying. He has mapped out over 1,000 square miles of country, 

Abdul Kerim, the agent of the Russian Bank, is still hankering after the Seistan 
revenue grain. He applied for it officially a short time ago, but was refused by the 
local Government on the ground of instructions received some time back from Meshed. 
He has purchased a considerable quantity privately, 

Briel’ Ressoear has sent in his resignation, He has been consistently anti 
ritish.

, The Herat Agent reports that twenty-four guns and enough rifles to arm four 
regiments have been received at Herat from Kabul, The latter are being distributed to 
the Kabul and Kandahari regiments posted there.

appears that the ‘Turkish Government. object to the proposal that the frontier line 
should run from Jebel Kaup to Sheikh Murad, and that it will be difficult to, indtice 
them to give way on this point; but Lord Lansdowne understands that they would 
probably agree to the line being drawn to Jebel Hosisi, the point proposed by the British 
Commissioner.

OWING to the outbreak of cholera at Shiraz, there has lately been very little 
business done at Bushire, and the custonis receipts have greatly fallen off, 
Up to the 22nd July nearly 200 deaths from cholera were said’ to have occurred at 
Mohsinierab, but after that date the epideinic showed signs of decreasing, and during the 
week no cases occurred.

June 1903 in Seistan; the unrest which prevailed at Meshed in May 19045 attacks on 
Shushin; chronic turmoil in Luristan and Arabistan, and the recent Uraumia outrages, 
‘is well ay the constant insecurity in the neighbourhood of Kerman and Bunder Abbas, 
as to which we are about to propose that « representation should bo made to the Persian 
Government. Russian officers and interests would not be exposed, by the withdrawal 
of their Consular guards, to risks equal to those which the withdrawal of our guards 
would extail upon us, as their establishments might be protected by detachments fkom 

Bude. thjeh have been practically interchangeable with Russian escorts 

in connection with the Khora cordons. 'Tke only possible basis for the 

hhdtawal of the British escorts appears to be the institution of a Persian force, similar 
to the Cossack Brigade, under the command of British officers.
